Qood Example 

The Interfratemity Counett is to be comm e nd e d 
for its stand on the attempt by Joyland Casino to 
boost its admission prices for tomorrow night. 

The Council, at its regular meeting Tuesday, de- 
cided the game of "charging what the traffic w ill 
bear" had tzoiie fai' enough and xoted to boycott the 
Casino afti r the hoiiieeoiiiing game rather than pay 
the S2.(K) a person admission being ask^'d. 

AetualK what was inxoKcd was not so nuich a 
matter of the price being so exorbitant, but the tact 
that Joyland usually charges $1.00 a person on "nor- 
mal" Saturday nights. ^ ^ 

The operators of the Casino, apparently of the 
opinion that anything goes during Homecoming, 
had already, in years past, raised the price to $1.50 
each for the Homecoming night dance. 

Yet they have failed to provide any additional en- 
tertainment to compensate tor the price hike. 

This year, an attempt w as made to boost the ad- 
mission an additional 50 cents each. Presumably, 
if this had not been protested, the price wbuld have 
been raised every year until it skyrocketed b^food 
all reasonable limits. 

By forcing the hand of the Casino, and Jthereb)r 
causing the admission price to be reduced to last 
year's level, IFC has not only aided students this 
year, but has established a precedent which the Ker- 
nel hopes w ill be follow ed in years to come. 

Although it ma\ be trne. as ticket manager Cx'cil 
C\irmine infiired. that the ('.isino would still lia\e 
plenty of customers tomorrow night e\en it UK 
fraternities went elsewhere, it is also true tluit no 
business establishment, not even Jo> land, can af- 
ford to lose somewhere in the neighborhood of 1,000 
.paying customers. 

IFC has, wo think, pointed this out very dra- 
matically and very effectively. And by so doing has 
rendered a service to all students at the University 
of -Kentucky.

Campus Expansion Plan Announced

Relocation of the College of 
Commerce, the Department of 
Physics and the Department of 
Chemistry, were among specula- 
tions advanced by Dr. Ftank D. 
Peterson, vice president, and Di- 
rector of Business Administration 
concerning the physical appear- 
ance of the University ten years 
from today. 

Dr. Peterson predicts that a new 
three and one-half million dollar 
Science Building will have been 
constructed ty 1966. Tliis building, 
which will hou^e the Departments 
Of Physics and Chemistry. wiU be 
erected where the tennis courts are 
now located. Kastle Hall, the cur- 
rent location of the Chemi.stry De- 
partment, uili I'lobably be re- 
modeled and litted to house the 
College of Commerce. Pence Hall 
and White Hall would then be tised 
for othei cla^.es, probably tliose 
In Social St ience^. 

Three new dormitories can be 
ceen in the not-too-iHstaat fatare. 
neeerding to Dr. Peterson's predic- 
tions. Hobnes Hall, already under 
ronstrut ta>n, will be ready for use 
In 1957. Another women's dormi- 
lery wUI fcebably be located at 
the comer of Harrison and IneHd. 
A men's derm Is vtsaaHsed close 
to the promt residences, possibly 
in the space northwest of the 
■enry Clay feotbaU stadlam. 

Dr. Peterson discu.s.sed the new 
Medical Science Center, to be lo- 
cated off R/ se Street on land 
southwest of the Henry Clay foot- 
ball stadium. Included in this area 
will be the College of Dentistry, 
a 400-paUent hospital, a power 



out-patient clinic, and an infirm- 
ary for students. 

Upon completion of the new in- 
firmary, the preeent' building wUl 
probably b|e converted Into an of- 
fice and class-room building. 

Addition.s will probably be made 
to the Taylor Education Building 
and the Engineering Qaadrangle 
by 1966. The added space for the 
College of Engineering may be 



on the present bnlldlngs or in a 

new bailding. This addition might 
be constructed In the small valley 
between the Engineering Qnnt* 
rmnglc and Memorial Hall. 

An addition is planned lor the 
Mineral Industries Building. This 
building would house classes in 
mining, minerology, and geology. 

The Margaret I. King Library 
will probably be enlarged in the 
fMttit. TlM tii HWt would 



be placed to the rear of the build- 
ing. 

Ten or twelve new serertty 
fraternity heveee wfll 

have been constraelei by 1966 ac- 
cording to Dr. Pet e r s en. He Htaird 
that each of theae structures, hold- 
ing from 40 to a stadents. wiU 
probably cost arennd 190 tlioasand 
dollars.

Football Stadium Named McLeaii 
In Honor Of Bead Football Star

Most of ns refer to our st«d:um 
simply as ' the Stadium. 

Actually, it is named McLean 
Stadium in honor of a UK football 
star In 1923 who was killed after 
the Cincinnati name in that year. 

The .^ladniin h.i bcni \cry well 
constructed for maximum iefflci- 
ency and safMy. Work was begun 

In 1924 

A committee of UK alums de- 
MKiird the structure and super- 
vised its construction. The con- 
tract for the building was awarded 
to Louis des CoKneta MMl Cb. at 
a price of $116.000. 

The original plana called for a 
U-shaped structure with bound 
.sides similar to the stadmm at 
Ohio State. This plan was agreed 
upon for several rea.sons: 

(1) The adaptability to good ar- 
chitectural conpoaltloo.

"Daddy", himself, was a great 
athlete back in the 1900 s. 

He played baseball s*nd Xootbail 
at Williamstown, K y.. wh ich la the 
county seat of Orant Oounty, 
where he was born. 

Not only did he receive his BJB. 
degree at Kentucky Wesleyan, bat 
he became one of the wOto&k'n 
greatest athletes. 

At Vanderbilt he worked on his 
Master's Degree and. still later, did 
more graduate work at Tennessee, 
Virginia and Illinois, where he 
took physical education and coach- 
ing coarses. 

Boles did considerable coaching 
before coming to UK. His first ex- 
perience was at a Georgia prep 
school. After two yearsr he went 
to Texas Polytechnical College, a 
Methodist school in Fort Worth. 

Next, at Texas Christian, he 
helped turn otit a power-packed 
football team. 

Dr. J. J. Tlgert, later president

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Plastic-Use Experiment 
Designed To Aid Fanner 



Chester Greenwood of Maine in 
1873 invented the flnt Mrmuff. 



Artificial heat may be carried to , 
the ground around roots of grow- 
ling plants bv plft.stlc tubing. This 
' is the p!a,stic-use experunent being 
conducted at the UIC ilgrteUltlirM ' 
I Experiment Station. ' 
I Hortlculturtet B. M. Emmert. na- 
tionally known for his work in 
warden pla.stirs. i.s conducting the 
experiment. He thinks the heat 
system will pne enough warmth 
around plant roots to sttmtUate 
growth either in early sprins or 
late ^all of commercial vegetable 
crops 

Currently he is trying the heat 
on cucumbers and tomatoes. The 
plants are in a plastic-covered 
greenhouse: the heat is furnuNhed 
bv a Propane gas heater with fan 
attaclied. 

Tlie operation is simple. A ther- 
mostat controls the heat level- 
when the burner kicks on. a fan 
also Is .started. This fan throws 
heat throuRh the plastic tubuig 
(about six inche' in diameter.* 

Emmert uses the tubing in a con- 
tinuous line from the heater down 
the rows of growing plants- in tlv;^ 
case about 200 lineal feet -and 
then exhausts the cooled air 
throuph a vent in the side of the 
buildintc. rhe plastic is connected 
to a few feet of tin pipe, which In 
turn, is connected to the stove, to 
eliminate meltine the plastic tube. 

When not in use, the plastic tub- 
ing collapses When air is pumped 
through, the tubing rapidly in- 
flates. 

Emmert says the process Is new 
and not proven as yet. But he feels 
it may have a place in producing 
vegetables earlier In the spring, or 
helping them grow In the faU. At

Founded 
In 1920

Xn 1920 the University of Ken- 
tMky, then SUtc University of 
Ktn^uekj, hm noeli tn OMd of an 
orranlsed pep group on campus. 
There were no elected c he er l e a ders 
at the time, only those that had 
enough nerve to lead cheers on 
their own. Hffd" Ruklt, eheer- 
iMder for four jrtara and second 
president of 8aky, Ryan Rlngo, and 
Walter Morris volunteered.^ 

8. A. "Daddy" Boles, athletic di- 
rector til 1920, recognlied the need 
that some sort of group should be 
founded to foster school spirit and 
to promote Interest in the Uni- 
versity generally. "Daddy" Boles 
t chose the three cheerleaders, two 
boys from each fraternity on cam- 
pus, and four Independents to con- 
stitute the first official pep club 
on the University of Kentucky 
campus. The probiem of the name 
was solved by using the first let- 
ter of the worda forming the 
Fchooi's title. State XTlihrtntty of 
Kentuclty-Sulty. 

The Suky Circle was first con- 
fined to male students but In 1922. 
women were admitted fnto the 
crpanization. Although founded 
and run for two years by male stu- 
dents exclusively, the women now 
outnumber the men. Suky began 
ti^th twvnty-flve members but since 
that time with the increase in the 
University enrollment, the number 
of members in the Circle has pro- 
portionately increased. Miss Mar- 
Jorie McLaughlin and Miss PYances 
Jewell (Mrs. ftMik UcVey), were 
chosen to serve as faculty advisors. 

Tho.se students wi.shing to be- 
come members of the Suky Circle 
worked for the group doing many 
chores without recompense in hope 
to be taken within the Circle. A

When the Ctocle was jroung on 

campus, the members collected 
lunds to finance band trips through 
donations from interested alums 
and townspeopU* They sold all 
eoneesslons .<matnly Eskimo pl«s 
Bays "Red" Hukle> at the footba^ 
and basketball games and passed 
a blanket aroutKi for donations. 
The Suky .<a|prcie )Was largely re- 
nwhslble fd| th»<flne reputation 
of the Kenti^ky bind in the early 
20's, sending-the Wildcat Marching 
100 all over the South. At this time 
Buky also took on the sponsorship 
of cheerleaders and staged the first 
big pep rallies. Some of these pep 
rallies ended with the student body 
forming a huge snake line and 
parading down town. They would 
weave In the theaters and out- 
minus about twenty-five atudents 
every time. 

At present Suky is still going full 
lorce 9n pfomoting pep and en- 
thusiasm by sponsoring all Home- 
eoming activities. May day activi- 
ties, cheerleader sponsorship, torch 
parades, pep rallies, campnis queen 
elections, and provides the cheer- 
ing section at ball fames with blue 
and white shakers. 

"Daddy" Boles, the Father of 
Buky, was and still is very proud 
of Suky and its activlUes. When 
he was atlOetle direetor at UK. he 
was affectionately known as "Dad- 
dy" to all. Incidentally, S. A. Boles 
got his nickname "Daddy " while 
be was playing football at Ken- 
tucky Wesleyan College. One day 
on the practice field he was seen 
with a young admirer. A fellow 
student remarked, "You look old 
eoQuy^to^be his Father." He's

In 1954 "Colonel" died of fmeu- 
tnonia. but hl.s vestige was by no 
means forgDtten. 

Fells Syivesteris was his formal 
name. He was no more than a cat. ' 
A real Kentucky wildcat who came 
to the University from the woods 
near Willlam.stown 

In his natural habitat he was 
Widisputed champion and thus did 
he qualify to btcome the school's 
mascot. 

When "Cnlnnrr' nrrivrri in 1047 
he became the official property of 
the Athletic Department. The De- 
partment made him the charge of 
SUKY and the feline soon took up 
residcncp in the animal tOWW OKf 
the Funkhouser Building. 

His home consisted of a heavy 
metal cage and at meal time he 
was served a one-pound chunk of 
Jirrsemeat. 

Several attempts were made to 
domesticate "Colonel." all withnut 
success. His gleaming fangs and 
Eharp claws kept admirers at a 
safe di.stance. 

His cage was wheeled onto the 
field for home football eames and 
kept under close surveillance. 

One of his two trips included a 
lournev to Knoxville in 1950 to see 
the Tennessee game. But. due to 
a heavv snow and .low tempera-

Another highlight of the week- 
end was the Homecoming dance 
which was held in the Alumni

Anderson's orchestra. Incidently. 1 
Alabama won the football game I
